I OS ANGEI.ES. Cal.,' Nov. 20.—Two limited trains on the .Santa Fe 


crashed together twenty miles east uf Needles at 5:14 this morning and 
re- 


sulted in at lease two fatalities. 


he accident is the most serious in the record'of the western end o£ the 


Santa. Fe system. The collision occurred ebtween trains No. 3 ;md No. 4, at 
1'ra.nconia, twenty miles east of Needles. 


The westbound limited was two hours late arid was making up time 


between Albuquerque anil Needles. 


The crew of the eastbound.limit'rl, lor a reason as yet unknown, disre- 


garded orders by five or six minutes, and two miles west of Franconia the 
two trains crashed into 
each 
other without warning. 


All of the passengers were in their berths. Both trains carried only Pull- 


man palace car equipment. The wreck was frightful. 
Train No. 4 lost 
a, 


diner and composite car, and train No. 3 lost its composite car, diner and one 
Pullman. The five cars were burned and 
the 
engines of both cats were 


smashed beyond repair. 


Fault attaches to the crew of train No. 3, according to the statement giv- 


en out at Santa Fe headquarters. Itis insisted that had orders been obey- 
ed the collision would not have occurred.

YUKON SCHE1VIE THING OF PAST.

failure of the Lighthouse Board to rec- 
ommend the construction of a new light 
station at the north end of the jetty. 
They say the present lighthouse is a tem- 
j«>i"iry affair erected twelve years ago, 
when only one ferry boat plied at night 
through the jetties, and that now it is in 
a state of utter dilapidation, ready to fall 
down at the breath of the first stiff gale. 


"I can't understand why the Lighthouse

land jetties, yet the Board has not recom- 
mended a new building or any other im- 
provements.

Be- 
sides being ready to tumble down, the 
present station has an inferior light and 
:i bell entirely too small. The bell in use 
is a little 1,800 pound affair that was con- 
demned from the Fort Point Station. It 
cannot be hoard any distance in stormy 
weather, which renders it of little use 
when most needed. A new bell at least 
double the size of this one should be put 
in thero. 


"A stronger light Is also needed. 
In 


thick, foggy weather, the present light 
does not shine out far enough nor show 
with sufficient brilliancy to be distinctive. 
You must remember that the entrance to 
the jetties Is only 500 feet wide, and the 
lights and signals must be carefully noted 
to prevent vessels entering the channel 
intm grounding or colliding.
